As you know, the Bureau conducts a large number of investigations 
pursuant to requests received from CIA. In almost every case the outgoing 
letter to .the Field requesting, investigation must be forwarded to two Field 
Offices. This necessitates either photostating the CIA jcommunicatio'n of 
m a ki ng typed copies, both causing extra work on the part of Bureau personnel. 

In most all cases, if we had 'two copies, of the incoming communication from 
CIA, no additional work would be necessary at the Seat of Government in 
opening an investigation, 

In many cases when CIA requests investigation, the request will 
not be clear. In one instance recently a Cia communication ended in this . 

manner; "This agency would appreciate being informed of any. information developed." 
In- this instance . CIA desired -that -we conduct an investigation. 

The advanteiges to be realized in'recehring, the original and. two copies 
of all communications from CIA may be said to- be the following: 

1. Eliminate transcription errors. 

2. Eliminate photos-tating or taping extra; copies. 

3* Speed up the handling of mail at the Bixreau and get the Investigation 
initiated much quicker.

ACTION; It is suggested that the., Jjiaisqn Section request ^CIA to, forwwrd the 
original and two copies of communications to the B^eau when they are requesting 
investigation.

Reference is made to Bureau, letters of July 5^ and 
July 10, 1950, and* to your 1 Otter of October 3>; 1950. 

In referenced Bureau letters you ’viere instructed to 
advise the Bureau in. each instance that you furnish pertinent 
information to the local representative of CIA in. Madrid. This 
rule, of course, also applies to pertinent information you furnish 
to other branches of the American Embassy. It was also pointed 
out that information furnished* by you to CIA or other branches 
of the Embassy should be transmitted in memorandum form but that -vdien 
this was not feasible an appyepi'i^be notation should be made in, the 
file or an office memorandum should be prepared setting forth what 
information was given, where it Vas given, the date and to whom 
it was giyen. 

It is noted that your letter of October 3, 1950> is 
merely a cover letter transmitting copies of memoranda furnished 
by you to CIA relative to a variety of subjects. Some of this, 
information, although of interest to the Bureau in keeping abreast 
Sf general developments in >Spain and which is of value from an 
.ntelligence standpoints has -not been previously furnished to the 
lureau by you. The form in. which the- material Kas transmitted xirith 
lofOur letter of reference makes it impossible to place this material 
!3dn the proper files in th'e Bureau and the material is therefore of 
*^ittle value for future reference at the Seatn-o'^^ Government. 

In the. future you should io fj^ish the Bureau ' 

for its information the same type of matBri|^3l!n you have 
apparently been furnishing to CIA. Tha-^^\ftateri^l^^W should 

be fumished to the. Bureau under indd^du^ <^apvionb and each 
memorandiun should cl'eafly indicate h<^ of the infpraation 

contained was furnished to CIA .or to )^y other branch of the Embassy 
“ ‘fe desired fn the fUtr^e you closely adhere to this procedure.
